On 
Monday a circular was sent round to the shareholders, stating that in sinking 
a shaft 57 fms. further east a large and productive lode was met with. Thelode 
in the shaft below the 26, the agent reports, is worth £170 per fathom. The 
north shaft below the 20, on thesouth lode, is worth £90 perfm. The agents re- 
port, dated June 16, 1864, values the different points at £410 per fathom. What 
dividends were paid from June, 1864, to January, 1867, on this splendid pro- 
perty? The Mining Journal says twenty shillings (see div. list) in 3% years. 
Well might the shares recede to a nominal price. 

Let all who wish to see legitimate mining prosper, and combinations frus- 
trated, compare paragraph by paragraph with present reports on this most un- 
certain of uncertain mines, and see if the same character does not run through- 
out. 

Referring to the report issued at the last meeting (May 31, 1869), I find the 
cost about four months in arrear; that the same certain changes characterise 
tbis pipe of tin ore, which changed from west to east.

EXPLANATORY REMARKS, 

The above-mentioned extensive property has been accumulated by degrees in

LATEST ABOUT TRADES UNIONS, 


S1R,—The meeting for considering the Bill introduced by Mr. 
Hughes to protect the funds of Trades Unions from fraudulent pecu- 
lation was a most gratifying and noteworthy event in the progress 
of the recognition of the rights of working men. We can remember 
times when the holding of such a meeting, with Mr. 8. Morley, M.P., 
as chairman, would have been about as impossible as for a “ free and 
easy’ to be presided over by the Bishop of London. But the days 
of haughty contempt on one side, more than fully repaid by hatred 
and distrust on the other, are gone, it may be hoped, for ever; and 
with them has vanished the worst part of the evils the working men 
had to contend with. Still more remarkable in the same direction 
is the tone in which the Bill was received and discussed in the House 
of Commons. The speeches of Mr. Platt and Mr. Brassey were lis- 
tened to with respectful attention, showing the interest the House 
took in all relating to the welfare of the working classes, and the 
disposition to give due weight to the practical experience of large 
employers of labour, And the kindly tone of feeling and full recog- 
nition of all the rights of the men with which this experience was 
given cannot be denied or mistaken. As might be expected, the 
speeches of men of this mark and standing were fullof sound, good 
sense, and replete with interesting practical details. This makes it 
more important to notice the few errors fallen into from each speaker 
drawing now and then too wide general conclusions from the indi- 
vidual experience of each. 

There seemed a disposition to underrate the influence of Tr 
Unions upon rates of wages, and the conditions of employment ge- 
nerally, The feeling that in the long run the capital and brains of 
masters would overbear any attempts at prolonged resistance on the 
part of the men has, doubtless, been much encouraged by the me- 
mory of abortive strikes, alike unwise in the time chosen for them 
and the way in which they were conducted. But it would be a gross 
fallacy to assume that the leaders of Unions have not learned some 
wisdom from the past, and will not learn more in these respegts. 
Properly choosing their ground of resistance, and time and oppor- 
tunity, they will mostly in the long run get all they are fairly entitled 
to in all cases where it has been obstinately withheld; and it willin 
these cases appear by the event that the masters are to a certain ex- 
tent as much in the power of the men as the men in other circum- 
stances may be in the power of their masters, One kind of the in- 
fluence of Trades Unions will, indeed, daily and rapidly diminish, 
more by far to the advantage of the working class than to that of 
their employers. What—to call things by their right names—is the 
tyranny of Unions yet behind their times, and too ignorant toadvance 
by reading the signs of the times, will not much longer be possible. 
We may hope the day is near at hand when the brickmakers will no 
longer be able to prevent the use of machine-made bricks in Man- 
chester, and the masons lose the power of disturbing by dictation the 
best and cheapest mode of working stone for buildings, Again, the 
probable results of co-operation were exaggerated by speakers rea- 
soning from the extraordinary success of some co-operative manu- 
facturing establishments in the northern seats of industry. These, 
as I have shown in former letters, are exceptional instances, nowise 
warranting the conclusion that the system is capable of unlimited ex- 
tension with similar success. On the other hand, like all other at- 
tempts to supersede individual energy and ability by trading com- 
panies, co-operation widely practised is in far the larger number of 
cases doomed to failure, and cannot, therefore, be safely relied upon 
by the working man as the means of improving the conditions of his 
employment. His only sure dependence is on his own intelligence 
and good moral character, backed and aided by the effectual sup- 
port of a well-planned and wisely-led Trades Union, Again, in the 
influence of rate of wages on cost of production, and the importance 
of foreign competition, Mr, Platt and Mr, Brassey stated conclusions 
only partially true, as applied too broadly from results of their own 
individual experiences, 

The cases in which raising wages cheapens production are those 

in which a higher class of either bodily force or of skilled labour is 
thereby secured, and in which the improvement supplies the main 
elements of cost and value in the product, But in manufactures 
where labour of a routine kind is applied in connection with machi- 
nery, to supply commodities mainly depending for their market on 
cheapness of price, any addition to the payment for wages has no 
compensating advantages, and unless prices are raised is a deduction 
from the profits of theemployer. In these cases, therefore, the Trades 
Unions often give important support to the hands in getting as much 
for their work as the trade will afford. And foreign competition, in 
many ways, runs the English producer harder than the speakers above 
mentioned seem to have found in theirownexperience, bearing mainly 
on reduction of price. And of this price wages form in many cases 
a considerable part. It would, therefore, be a most dangerous fallacy 
for a Trades Union to neglect the bearing of foreign competition in 
considering the question how far an advance in wages can be made 
possible by a corresponding advance in prices; this competition being 
an important element, the real value of which, in every instance, 
should be ascertained and considered as accurately as possible. 
I was glad to see so marked a recognition of the necessity of care, 
and of improved sanitary arrangements in work and for workpeople, 
which I have more than once pressed upon the attention of Trades 
Unions in your columns, If there be, in fact, as stated in this debate, 
an increase of 5 per cent. in the deaths of workmen from accidents 
and unhealthiness of occupation, which might be prevented by pro- 
per care or improved arrangements, it surely is high time to look into 
and put right so serious a matter. On another important point the 
opinion of the House was decided and unanimous, Whilst they agreed 
to grant to Trades Unions, properly constituted, all the protection to 
which they are entitled, the resolution to protect individual workmen 
from every form and degree of coercion or intimidation was forcibly 
expressed, The interim Bill brought in by Mr. Bruce, to defend 
Trades Union funds from fraud or peculation is to have force for one 
year only, to be replaced by a comprehensive measure dealing with 
the whole question. 

This interval of time is a great boon to Trades Unions, if rightly 
employed. Upon their use of it depends their remaining masters of 
the position. With the good will of the House of Commons, and of 
the most influential part of the nation, they may legislate for them- 
selves, and get the sanction of law to all reasonable enactments for 
their good, if they can rise equal to the occasion, and prove by the 
wisdom of their demands that the true interests of working m e 
safe in their hands. Never had any influential body of men such a 
golden opportunity. Now is time for Mr. Potter, and other leaders 
amongst them, to prove their ability to command and influence for 
good, If they do this their names will long be held in well deserved 
honour, As great will be their disgrace if their obvious incapacity 
or prejudices compel the House to take the lead out of their hands, 
and propose legislation for them, which they ought to be able to ori- 
ginate for themselves better than anyone else can do. If they show 
their power in wisely directing Unions for the following objects, the 
consent of all will give them the the rank the Greeks conferred on 
the most eminent amongst them, proclaiming them by acclamation 
“really fit to be rulers of men.” 

All intimidation and coercion of non-Unionists to be resolutely 
put down, and henceforth abolished. Agreement with employers 
whenever possible, fair arbitration, and discussion of differences to 
be the regular duties of the councils of the Unions, strikes being 
only resorted to when inevitable. Trade excellence and individual 
eminence of each workman to be guarded jealously, as was done by 
the guilds of the middle ages, this being the only sure basis, enabling 
us to keep up the highest wagesin the face of all foreign competition, 

Health and safety in work, as far as the best attainable regula- 
tions can secure the same. Health, decency, and family comfort in 
dwellings, with special care of the purity of air and water. Distri- 
bution of supply of labour in any trade or calling according to the 
wants of different districts, ensuring as far as possible equality of 
rates of wages, and disposal by timely emigration of the surplus 
labour, which would else hang like a dead weight on the labour 
market, with a continual tendency to depress the rates of wages, 
Education, clubs, lectures, amusements, and excursions for the con- 





tinual improvement and recreation of their members, : 
Friendly sovieties en a sound liberal basis te secure the utmes 
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money help that the subscriptions will afford in all cases of sickness 
and family bereavement. Trades Unions securing these benefits to 
the workingclasses would be recognised by all to be models of wisdom 
and good management. So far from Parliament having any incli- 
nation to interfere with them by attempts at regulation or dictation, 
there would be a general desire that the able men who framed and 
directed institutions so beneficent would lend other classes the ad- 
vantages of their help and advice to follow such an excellent model. 
They would deservedly be called to Parliament, and listened to with 
respect when there, triumphantly proving the value of the element 
which their friends always said that the working men would con- 
tribute to the national council.

UNDERGROUND HAULAGE OF COAL—No. II. 


S1r,—In the last letter on this important subject I very briefly 
mentioned the main uses to which the Clip Drum of Mr. Fowler is 
applied—for drop staples, self-acting machines, and for hauling on 
engine planes; of course, I only allude to the use of the pulley in 
coal mines. For drop staples they are admirably adapted, and for 
this purpose it is very probable that they will supersede all other 
appliances. The wheel can be fixed immediately above the staple or 
pit, and can be of any size suitable for the intended cage to be raised 
and lowered; the rope then merely passes round the drum, and as 
one cage is raised the opposite one is lowered, and all that is re- 
quired is to have a good brake to regulate the speed of the drum. 

It will be seen at a glance that this is a more simple arrangement 
than that of ordinary drums, with pullies at the top of the staple, 
and other complicated arrangements. For the purpose of lowering 
p>*nerals, or any other drop for any purpose, the clip drum is vastly 
more simple than any other arrangement, and it is thoroughly 
effective, and also more safe than any apparatus we have seen. 
Supposing that the rope should be broken with the full cage, the 
brake stops the motion of the wheel, and the clip-wheel retains such 
a hold of the rope as to prevent its running off, and any further 
breakage or damage: this must be conceded to bea great advantage. 

For self-acting incline planes the application of the clip drum is 
eqrally simple; the rope is passed round the drum, to which a good 
brake is attached, which keeps the wheel in command, and regulates 
the speed. It is not necessary, as is very often the case when an 
ordinary sheave is used, to cross the rope, in order to prevent its 
surging on the wheel, so that it possesses many advantages when 
compared with the ordinary incline-wheel. 

As to the use of ordinary drums, which are often resorted to for 
inclines where the load is heavy and the gradients heavy also, the 
use of a large clip pulley is much safer, and more efficient and eco- 
nomical, It has been known where the rope has been fractured for 
the clip to keep firm hold of the rope, and prevent the train running 
amain, even with the full wagons attached. 

The clip drum is now coming into use for the general haulage of 
coal underground, instead of using two drums in the ordinary way— 
that is, where it is necessary to haul the tubs both ways by means of 
a tail-rope. The first application of the clip drum was, I believe, 
for the purpose of the steam-plough, and a great prejudice existed 
among miners against it, as it was supposed that the action of the 
drum would injure the rope, and soon render it unfit for use, This 
idea is, however, shown by experience to be fallacious—indeed it is 
presumed, and this appears to be borne out by actual experience, that 
the rope, so far trom being injured, actually wears longer, and does 
a greater amount of work when applied upon a clip drum than it 
does when worked upon ordinary drums. A steel rope, which has 
worked upon a clip drum upwards of a year almost night and day, 
which has come under our observation, is apparently little worse, 
and certainly very little worn. 

I will give some account of the mode of working this rope, and 
the amount of work it has performed in my next letter, M. E.

ON THE MIDLAND COAL FIELD, AND THE PROBABILITY 

OF NEW COAL FIELDS EXISTING IN OTHER PARTS OF 

ENGLAND. 

S1r,—The Midland coal field, so far as it has been proved in the 
counties of York, Derby, and Nottingham, is calculated to have an 
area of 760 square miles, and this coal field has been estimated to 
extend further under the Permian formation in an area of 400 square 
miles on its eastern side. The latter area is only a matter of con- 
jecture; but in the ironstone districts of Lincolnshire, Cleveland, 
and Northampton the opinion is entertained by many that the coal 
measures will be found under the newer formations at workable 
depths. As showing the connection of one coal field with another, 
it should be observed that the Midland and Lancashire coal fields 
are supposed to have been one originally, but the upheaval of the 
older rocks has formed the huge division between them known as 
the Pennine chain, the coal measures having a dip to the east and 
west on the respective sides of this chain. The correspondence of 
the black shale or Silkstone seam of Yorkshire with the Arley seam 
of Lancashire is one proof of these coal fields having been originally 
in one, both as regards the similarity in quality of the coals and the 
fossils found in connection with them. The gannister seams of 
Yorkshire andthe mountain mines of Lancashire have also points 
of resemblance, which go towards proving the identity of these seams. 

The Lancashire coal field, again, is supposed to be continued under 
the New Red Sandstone of Cheshire to the coal field of North Wales, 
so that, should these assumptions be correct, the coal formation has 
been, and still is, much more extensive in this particular district 
than in the areas now assigned to it, having been probably denuded 
from the millstone grit in the Pennine chain, in the first case—and, 
in the second case, there is every probability of the coal measures 
being continuous under the newer formations of Cheshire, and unit- 
ing the coal field of Lancashire with that of North Wales. 

We are thus led to suppose that the coal measures are more 
extensively deposited in other parts of England than is at pre- 
sent known; that the Yorkshire or Midland coal field extends 
under the Permian formation through Lincolnshire to the east 
coast, and that the Belgium and the coal field of Northern France 
will extend under the newer formations to the south-eastern counties 
of England, subject, however, to interruptions, as it is known that 
upheavals and ridges of the older rocks occur, preventing the depo- 
sition of the coal measures in their regular order. And from the 
small amount of knowledge scientific men are in possession of rela- 
tive to the existence or non-existence of the true coal measures in 

.the eastern and southern parts of England, I am led to believe that 
Bisite knowledge on this subject can best be obtained by a series 
of borings being made in different localities. I may mention the im- 
portance of the boring now being made at Crossness being continued, 
with the view, if water is not obtained, of proving the coal measures, 
or primary rocks. This boring has pierced the gault clay to the depth 
of 147 feet, and is 319 yards 2 feet deep from the surface. The strata 
already passed through is as under—

Under the conditions named a depth of above one mile is arrived 
at to the top of the coal measures, or more than three times the depth 
of our deepest pits as worked at present. I would also advert to the 
Kentish Town well, where 130 ft. of gault was passed through, and 
underneath that 63 yards of sandstone formation, making the depth 
from the surface to be 434 yards. No fossils were discovered in the 


sandstone, and as it was not ascertained or made out at the time 
whether this belonged to the newred or old red formation, wecan come 
to no conclusion from this instance as to the existence of coal or notin 


absence of the coal measures at that part, since the chalk was passed 


through at the depth of 1000 ft. The lower part of the carboniferous 
limestone was then pierced to the extent of 25 ft., and depth from 
the surface of 341 yards 2 ft. This well appears to be sunk on one 
of the riges or upheavals before referred to. The importance of ob- 
taining samples of large size of the several rocks passed through by 
boring is imperative, from the observations made in the three in- 
stances named, 1 may refer, in conclusion, to the probability of 
finding coal at a workable depth in the Cleveland district. It is in 
contemplation to sink to the rock salt in the neighbourhood of Eston,

DOES COAL EXIST NEAR LONDON? 


S1r,—In last week’s Journal you have called attention to the ques- 
tion—Does Coal Exist near London? and, with reference to myself. 
you state —“ This view (that of Mr. M. Dunn) was adopted by Mr 
Godwin-Austen in 1855, some ten or twelve years after.” I was not 
aware that I had been anticipated, or I should have done Mr, Dunn 
the justice of referring to his opinions. I will do so still if you will 
refer me to the publication in which they are contained. Several 
cigcumstances have tended to confirm the opinion I put forward in 
1855 as to the great probability that a band or bands of coal mea- 
sures connected those of the North of France and Belgium with 
those of the West of England, and to that effect I have given evi- 
dence before the Coal Commission, At Calais, the artesian well, at 
a depth of 1138 feet, met with coal measure beds. The Kentish Town 
boring, at a depth of 1300 feet, met with a hard micaceous light- 
coloured sandstone. The boring at Harwich, at a depth of 1026 ft., 
met with a black slaty rock. The details of the several borings are—

The black slaty roek of the Harwich boring in the Posidonice is 
identical with the black fissile carboniferous slate of either North 
Devon or of Westphalia ; lastly, the micaceous light-coloured sand- 
stone is most probably to be referred to that part of the lower car- 
boniferous group the yellow sandstone of the Boulounais or Marn- 
wood (North Devon), as at the three places parts of the carboniferous 
strata have been met with. 

What is now to be desired is that the sinking for water at Cross- 
ness shoula be carried duwn through the thickness of the cretaceous 
series, Should the subjacent geological formation at this place 
prove to be identifiable with any part of the carboniferous series, 
what would then be indicated, taken in conjunction with the well- 
defined age of the Harwich rock, would enable us to determine at 
once whether coal may or may not be expected along the line of the 
Lower Thames Valley. The black substance which was met with, 
and which crossed the line of the tunnel in the chalk near Dover 
(London, Chatham, and Dover Railway) was not a true coal, but 
of the nature of bitumen, and filling the whole of a broad fault. 
The blocks which I saw were very compact and pure, The infilling 
must have taken place from below, and would indicate that at that 
spot the fault in the solid chalk strata reaches down to beds of coal 
(whether Wealden or true carboniferous), from which at some for- 
mer time and under certain conditions bituminous matter might be 
given off.— Chilworth, July 19.

THE TERRIBLE COLLIERY EXPLOSION—FIFTY-EIGHT 
LIVES LOST. 


S1r,—This evening I read of another wholesale slaughter of col- 
liers, and in case the Government have not come to the conclusion 
that these sad events have a corresponding good, which to the writer 
has not been made known, the sooner the plan of inspection suggested 
by Mr. Reuben Plant, of Wordsley, is put into force the better. I 
have known Mr. Plant many years, and consider him one of the best 
practical mining men or engineers who can be found to deal with the great 
problem—mines inspection. Mr, Plant’s plan is to engage an inspector who 
shall see all and know all, with no other view than finding defects and applying 
cures for them. It was he who predicted, as soon as the first Fern Valley col- 
liery accident had occurred, that in case they went on again with the crop 
workings before an air-pit was made in the crop to communicate with the 
workings for the escape of gas another wholesale slaughter of colliers would 
take place. I believe the Government knew of Mr, Plant’s suggestions, and if 
so, the public, which has looked upon them with favour ever since their publl- 
cation in the Journal, will begin to ask if the Government is not to be held re- 
sponsible? At any rate, everyone who has thought on the subject sees in Mr. 
Plant’s plan all that can be done in order to protect the lives of those men who 
are from year’s end to year’s end engaged at the risk of their lives in a work of 
great personal risk and hardships, shut out from the sun to enrich their mas- 
ters, aud provide the base of our comforts and wealth. 

Against Mr. Plant’s plan of inspection being introduced the only argument 
we hear is that the masters do not like it; and the coal owners are strong as a 
body, and the Government do not like to go againstthem. Icannot believeour 
Government will decline doing justice to rich or poor because of tl:e wealth or 
numbers of either party, and continue to hope in our Government giving Mr. 
Plant’s suggestion a fair trial; and Mr. Plantisthe man the Government ought 
to summon to a consultation, so that they may hear him and question him on 
the plan he has laid down in order to prevent these terrible accidents.

I furnished you, and states that the promoters of the tunnel ask for 
a guarantee, “not for the purpose of experimenting, but to prose- 
cute the preliminary and most arduous part of the undertaking, upon 
the successful issue of which the success of the whole work would 
depend,” and that “the issue of this project is uncertain enough, 
and may even never be attempted.” 

If this is not experimenting, I do not know what is, and I observe 
that the language of the Commissioners to whom the matter was re- 
ferred is still more explicit, and describes the proposed expenditure 
as for “projected preparatory works,” which “appear to the Com- 
mission the surest means of ascertaining the possibility of the under- 
taking, and of discovering the nature of the difficulties to be en- 
countered ;” that “apart from contingencies such as would cause 
the undertaking to be abandoned the sum necessary for the execu- 
tion of the projected preparatory works ought not much to exceed

fix on any figure of expense or the probable time which the execu- | 
tion of the permanent works would require.”

THE TIN TRADE, AND ITS PROSPECTS, 


Srr,—In last week’s Journal you have published a market report 
on the actual position of tin, issued on July 12, by Messrs. Mitchell 
and Phillips, of Gracechurch-street, London. We are no judge of 
the truth of the said gentlemen’s opinion about a falling off in the 
supplies from the Straits tin expected by them during the remainder 
of this year—no judge of their opinion about the production of Corn- 
ish tin, which they think will show no increase this year, but their 
statements about Banca tin are quite wrong, and you will oblige by 
allowing us to prove this, 

1.—The production of Banca tin is not rapidly decreasing; the fol- 
lowing official returns show this clearly :—Production, 1865, 138,011 
slabs; 1866, 158,627; 1867, 140,570; 1868, 132,420 slabs, 

2,—It is not owing to a decrease of production that we have had 
such small imports of Banca tin this year; but, as lately explained 
in our Chambers by our Minister for the Colonies, new shipping in- 
structions sent out from here having been wrongly construed in our 
colonies, stocks were allowed to accumulate in our Government ware- 
houses at Banca, where 200,000 slabs were lying Dec. 31, 1868, 

3.—Our Government or their agents, our Trading Company, have 
not given instructions to dispatch from Banca to the shipping ports 
of Java during the practicable season of the year—viz., July to Octo- 
ber—only 60,000 slabs; the instructions sent out last March were to 
dispatch all the tin lying in Banca to the said shipping ports; 
moreover, the stock ready for shipment in these ports before the 
sending out of the said instructions, amounting already to 60,000 
slabs (20,000 of which were being shipped on board three vessels, 
according to the latest accounts from Batavia), we may expect very 
ample, if not enormous, supplies before our next spring sale. 

4.—The deliveries into Government stores at Banca during the first 
quarter of the year have no signification at all for those acquainted 
with the management of our mines, and 3875 piculs only having 
been delivered in January, February, and March last is no indica- 
tion of a short production. About 1100 piculs were delivered the 
first quarter last year, and the production of 1868 has amounted to

THE PROSPECTS OF COPPER MINING. 

S1k,—The once flourishing mines in the Island of Cuba, and the 
very rich and productive mines in Chili, are said to be in such a state 
that the richest in the latter country can not be wrought any deeper 
on account of the soft state of the ground, and that no timber can be 
obtained sufficiently strong to keep the ground open; also from the 
exhausted state that many other mines are in, not only in Great 
Britain, but also in the United States, as well as in many of our 
colouies, the price of copper must advance. A repetition week after 
week that the stocks of copper are about 3000 tons in excess only, 
whilst the consumption has reached 100,000 tons per annum, shows 
that the supply must greatly fall off in future, whilst the consump- 
tion is evidently on the increase. 

The production of copper in England and Wales has fallen off 
about 70 per cent. the last few years, and the quantity of copper 
raised in lreland is much less than formerly. The mines in the Cape 
of Good Hope appear to have made a profit of 50,0002. during the 
past year, and had these mines been in this country the profits would 
have been much greater, probably double this amount. I cannot 
conceive why a little excess of 3000 tons of copper published weekly 
should keep its price at such a ruinous low figure, whilst it is stated 
that three or four companiesin Chili have lost nearly a million sterling 
during the last few years, and are giving up their works, This ap- 
pears correct from the statement made in the J/ining Journal the 
beginning of the year by one company of their having lost 100,0002. 
of their capital since 1563 or 1864, 

Fifty years ago the consumption of copper throughout the world 
did not exceed 40,000 tons annually, but now it has reached 100,000 
tons. Demand and supply are said to regulate prices; the supply 
must greatly fall off in a year or two, as no new mines, as formerly, 
are being discovered—no doubt for want of proper trials going on. 

The price of tin has nearly doubled the last few months, and is, 
probably, high enough, or the future will prove the folly of the past. 
Everything of a speculative nature seems to be at a dead lock, and 
has been so since 1863 or 1864, Previous to these dates the public 
would embark in any frivolous thing introduced, so that one extreme 
invariably follows another. 

The time has arrived for capitalists to embark in some new, well- 
selected places, where trials would doubtless, as formerly, prove that 
all has not been taken out of the bowels of the earth. Telegraph 
companies must spread, like railways, all over the world, and this 
mode of communication is made of copper—quite a new demand for 
the article. This enterprise must, of course, tell upon the consump- 
tion of copper ere long. Unfortunately, the public in their selection 
to invest rush after a success without judgment, and invariably lose 
more money than any party realises; this mode of investing is the 
cause of such heavy losses. The treasures of the earth appear to be 
regulated upon a principle that man can comprehend but to a very 
limited degree.—July 21, A, BENNETT, 


ROTATING PICKING TABLES, &c. 


S1r,—These tables have been employed for many years past in 
some of the large mines of Cardiganshire, and are used at numerous 
dressing establishments on the Continent, They are driven by wheel- 
gearing, as well as by means of a tangent wheel and screw, and straps 
are very frequently employed to connect either arrangements with 
the motor. The “deads” are cleared from the table in an obvious 
manner—by fixing a scraper tangentically to the line of rotation, 
The usual diameter of a table is 6 ft.; speed on periphery, 5 to 6 in, 
per second; width of picking surface, 15 in.; diameter of opening 
around the vertical axis, 3 ft, 4 in, The English practice is to place 
these tables either directly or indirectly in connection with the wash- 
ing-grates, whilst the continental method is distinguished by wash- 
ing the mine stuff in a clearing-drum, constructed so as to separate 
the “fines” and to collect the “roughs” on a rotating table, when 
boys collect the “ prill” and “dradge,” and pass the latter to the 
stone-breaker, About three years ago the Germans designed a small 
portable stone-breaker to take the place of a rough crusher, and 
since it is employed in many of their dressing works its efficiency 
may be considered as fully established; but for the reduction of 
“sieve raggings ” the “ fine” crusher, or stamps, is still necessary, 
and will probably not be superseded. In suiting machinery to the 
enrichment of different ores, and in establishing an economic system 
of working, much technical knowledge and skill are necessary, A con- 
tinuous system of dressing is essential for the cheap dispatch of in- 
termixed ores, and, in order to accomplish this, it is desirable that 
the miners should be acquainted with the peculiarities and merits 
of the various continuous jigging-machines, their adaptability for 
concentrating stuff from 1-50th to 1 in, in diameter, also with the 
continuous side-blow shaking-table, self-cleaning slime-buddles, the 
rotating cloth, and many others of the well-tried continuous appli- 
ances, Some of these machines will be noticed at length on a future 
occasion,

Capt. PIM then proposed, and Dr. SEEMANN seconded, the third resolution, 
which was carricd unanimously—That a bonus be declared of one fully paid-up 
share of 2l. in the Bayano Kstate Company (Limited), In respect of every ten 
shares of the association now on the register, and of one fully paid-up royalty 
share of 21. in the Orinoco Gold Mining Company (Limited), In reapect of every 
thirteen shares of tho assoclation now on the register (excluding fractional 
parts of shares) respectively. 

Capt. PIM thereupon proposed, and Mr. SALMON seconded, the fourth resolu- 
tion, which was carried unanitmously—That a scrip certific ute for the fractional 
part of a bonus share or shares, to which any shareholder In the assoclation 
would beentitled in proportion to his shares, be issued tosuch shareholder, and 
that entire bonus shares be issued In exchange for such scrip certificates, on 
presentation of the latter at the compiny’s office, to the full amount of ashare, 
or on presentation and on payment in cash of the balance required to make up 
the full amount of ashare., Provided that such presentation and application 
for exchange be made not later than two months after the issue of such scrip 
certificates. 

Mr, HARDING then proposed the fifth resolution—That the directors’ remune- 
ration be fixed at the rate of 5001, per annum, the same to be accepted by them 
in lieu of the benefits reserved to them by the Articles of Association. 

Mr. HARDING said that he had the greatest pleasure in proposing 
this resolution. It was well known that by the Articles of Association the di- 
rectors were entitled toa much larger sum than that they would now recelve. 
They all worked hard for what they got. Whilst some of thelr number were 
acting at home, others, as Capt. Pim and Dr. Seemann, had been looking to 
their interest abroad, and the latter gentleman had but recently returned from 
an inspection of their Bayano estate In the Isthmus of Darien, which he visited, 
in order to savo time, in a little nutshell of a steamer, gratuitously placed at 
his disposal by a well-known pearl merchant at Panama, Mr, Steffans, and they 
had from Dr. Seemann’s own lips a full confirmation of what was frequently in- 
cidentally stated in the Panama newspapers, what a magnificent estate they had 
in Darien, and what excellent chances there were In deriving vast advantages, 
either directly or indirectly, from the cutting of a canal through Darien, 

Admiral HORATIO YOUNG was proud to be allowed to second the resolution, 
Nobody could deny that their directors were ever on the look out for their in- 
terest, and both at home and abroad kept thelr eyes constantlyopen. It was a 
pleasure to confide in such men.—The resolution was carried unanimously, 

Capt. Pim then proposed, and Mr, A, A. POLLOCK seconded, the sixth resolu- 
tion, which was carried unanimously That the sum of 101. 10s, be pald to the 
auditor of the company for his sorvices in auditing the accounts of the company 
for the past year. 

In reply to several questions, the CHAIRMAN sald that Mr. Bompas, their so- 
licitor, who was present, had placed on the table the agreement for the sale of the 
Bayano property to the Bayano Estate Company, thecertificate of Incorporation 
and the Articles of Association of the Bayano Company, and that the Bayano 
Estate Company would atonco be advertised in the public papers. The Bayano 
Eatate Company had twochances of success. The one was to develope its enormous 
internal resources, to cultivate, by means of Chinese Coolle, or other immigrant 
labour, its vast territory, as had already beon done successfully to some extent. 
The other chance of success was the probability that an tnter-oceaniec canal 
would be made either through its territory (a tract of land embracing at the 
lowest computation no less than 175 squaro miles, extending from the shores of 
the Pacific to within a few miles of uhe Atlantic Ocean), or that it would be 
made close to it. This would depend upon the surveys about to be undertaken 
by the American Government. In any case the Bayano was a rising property, 
and the largest freehold estate in the whole Isthmus. After consultations with 
the shareholders, the directors had determined to increase the purchase money 
to be obtained from the Bayano Estate Company, and the prospectus now tssued 
was altered accordingly. Even Dr. Kratochwill, the original vendor, who re- 
ceived 50001. worth of fully paid-up shares of the Bayano Estate Company 
as part payment of the property, had, through Dr. Seemaun, insisted that a 
higher sum should be asked by the Central American Association, as tho pro- 
perty, independent of the cutting or nor-cutting of a canal (as he put ft), was 
worth much more than what was first asked for it by the Central Amorican As- 
sociation. 

Mr. HENRY SEWELL sald that the cutting of a canal through Darien would 
be fraught with extraordinary commercial changes ; and if the Suez Canal was 
a success it would be a most powerful lever for the Darien. That very day he 
was with some of the principal shipowners of London, who were now taking 
ateps for ascertaining what vessels would be required foravatling themselves of 
the facilities to be offered by the Suez Canal, and they thought of building ships 
of large size. America would now be more eager than ever to make the Darien 
Canal, or else, in spiteof all the facilities offered by American steamers and rail- 
ways, the trade of Asta would resume its old channel—i.¢., the Red Sea and Suez. 

r. A. A. POLLOCK thought that the Suez Canal was one of the most stupen- 
dous undertakings man had ever achieved, and the only thing that would ever 
operate against itas a paying commercial undertaking would bethat of Darien. 
In Darien there was no fear that the canal would evor silt up, as was the case in 
Suez, nor was there the same difficulty about the approach of vessels to Darien 
as there was in the Red Sea. You might make the Darien Canal as deepas you 
liked, and it would keep deep, and if you wanted feeders you could avail your- 
self of the rivers. 

Mr. HATHERLY alluded to the right of New Granada to make concessions for 
a canal in Darien. 

Dr. SEEMANN replied that that Republic had the undoubted right to do so, 
being still sovereign of thesoil. The Panama Kailway Charter did not interpose 
any but financial difficulties, which in an undertaking of this magnitude were 

mere bagatelle. The Panama Railway Company, from whom the Central Ame- 
rican Association had always derived so much courtesy and ready assistance, 
had a perfect right to demand whatever compensation it was entitled to by an 
infringement of its rights and privileges, but it could not prevent any Govern- 
ment or private company from obtaining and applying a concession for a canal. 
Nor did he think thero was any fear of its doing so. He said that, according 
to his ideas, the Bayano Company could not have been launched at a more oppor- 
tune time. The Viceroy of Egypt was now travelling all over Europe to invite 
Gistingulshed strangers to be present at the opening of the Suez Canal. That 
event, when it took place, in November next, would direct all eyes to the subject 
of canals, and é¢very newspaper would have leaders on the propriety of making 
short cuts across continents and narrow necks of land. At that moment the 
Bayano Company would be fully constituted, a living fact, and could not help 
deriving vast benefits from circumstances so favourable. (Hear,hear.) He did 
not look upon Suez asa rival of Darien, but agreed with Mr. Pollock in con- 
sidering the latter a rival of the former, Tho only attempt to compete with 
Darien was made by Nicaragua, who, concluded the Chevalier-Ayon treaty, 
but this treaty, though ratified with alacrity by the Nicaraguan Govern- 
ment and Congress, depended upon the consent of the adjoining Republic 
of Costa Rica, and that consent had not yet been obtained. There were also, 
in the opinion of authorities, much greater physical obstacles to overcome in 
Nicaragua than in Darien ; it was thought to be ten times more difficult. The 
canal treaty, which the American plenipotentiary, Mr. Caleb Cushing, nego- 
tiated with New Granada, was rejected by the United States Senate because 
it gave the New Granadians certain rights over the property and books of the 
Darien Canal, to which no Government could consent, and it was rejected by the 
New Granadian Senate because they wanted money down for granting the con- 











cession, and this the Americans were not prepared to give. A new and more 
favourabletreaty would be the result of this failure, as the Americans were de- 
termined to carry the project through; and since there was a Tunnel through 
Mont Cenis, an Atlantic Cable, a Suez Canal, and a Pacific Railroad, such pro- 
jects did not encounter now-a-days the jeers and stupid derisions which 25 years 
ago nearly every plan met with devised by leading minds for the comfort ard 
prosperity of mankind. 

Mr. HARDING proposed, and Mr. HENRY SEWELL seconded, a vote of thanks 
to Capt. Pim, the Chairman. The meeting then separated. 





BWLCH CONSOLS LEAD MINING COMPANY, 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices, Great 
Winchester-street, on Wednesday,—Mr. HoLRoyD in the chair. 

Mr. W. BATT YE (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

A statement of accounts was submitted, which showed that the 
ore sold during the year realised 70521, 6s, 4d., and the expenses 
amounted to 70741, 2s, 2c, including 600/, incurred in repairing the 
machinery and constructing new dressing-floors, 

The agent’s report was read, as follows :— 

July 17.—Ritchie’s engine-shaft is sunk about 7 fms, below the 70, where the 
lode is 2 ft. wide, containing a mixture of lead ores. The 70 has been driven 
east and west of Ritchie’s shaft 22 fms. 1 ft. ; the lode inthe eastern end is 1% ft. 
wide, unproductive, having several fathoms yet to drive to get under lead ground 
opened in levels above. The 60 has been driven 26 fms, 4 ft., and has opened 
up stoping ground for 15 fms. long; the end at present is worth about 15 cwts. 
of lead ore per fathom. Arise has just been commenced from this level to com- 
municate with the 50. The 50 has been driven 38 fms.,;the lode being of variable 
produce, as may be noticed by referring to my periodical reports; the lode in 
the present end is worth 12 cwts. of lead ore per fm., and likely for improvement, 
The three stopes in the back of this level are worth on an average 21 cwts. per 
fathom. The 40 has been driven 10 fms, 3 ft., and issuspended for the present ; 
the greater part of the stoping ground opened by this level has been taken away. 
The 30 has been driven 42 fms. 3ft., and unproductive; within the past few days 
the level has intersected a slide, and a change in the ground, the lode being 
more promising for lead ore, The stopes in back of the 30, two in number, will 
average 15 cwts, perfm. In the past year the ground opened Is as follows :—

ground stoped, 412 fms. 5 ft. 6 in. —593 fms. 2ft.6in. Number of kibbles of stuff 
drawn to surface and crushed and dressed, 30,576. Our cost-sheets for the year 
have been heavy, in consequence of some of the plant and machinery having he- 
come worn out and inadequate to meet the increased scaleof working. We have, 
therefore, had to renew among other things the principal parts of the drawing 
machine, also to erect the entire length of large launders and stands to the pump- 
ing wheel; to expend a considerable sum of money in improving the dressing- 
floors, and in new machinery and erections thereon, and have also erected a 
20 ft. iron water-wheel, 2 ft. breast, with a lift of 8 in. pumps, and rods, bobs, 
and launders to raise the water from the lower to the higher dressiny-floors. 
The principal water-courses have had a good deal of repairs, especially where 
conducted in launders, and the embankments of thesmaller reservoirs have been 
strengthened and heightened. In doing the whole of the work I have named, 
with otherstems not mentioned, we have expended upwards of 6001., and as the 
whole has been done in a substantial manner, it will meet the requirements of 
the mine for several years.—North Lode: There are two modes of working on 
this lode—one by means of a new engine-shaft from surface ; the other by cross- 
cuts from our present workings. Estimate for sinking shaft to a 50 fm, level, 
including rods, bobs, pullles and stands, chairs, &c., 7851. ; to drive a cross-cut 
(say, 40 fms.) from the present workings, including alr-pipes, railroad, &c., 2951, 
The latter-plan is the one L should recommend.—K. NORTHEY. 

The CHAIRMAN said he had much pleasure in submitting the ac- 
counts for the past year, as they showed that there had been no fall- 
ing off in the returns, while the agent’s report showed that the pro- 
spects were of an encouraging character. The directors, however, would not 
recommend the declaration of a dividend upon the present occasion, as, having 
regard to the future development of the property, a large portion of the realised 
profits made during the past year had been expended in repairing the machinery 
and in erecting new dressing-floors. The directors, in adopting this course, felt 
that they were promoting the permanent interests of the shareholders, and he 
had no doubt it would receive the cordial adhesion of all present. (Hear, hear.) 

Dr. THOMPSON said that those of the shareholders who looked more to the 
permanent prosperity of the mine than to the realisation of a present profit 
could not but endorse the salutary policy adopted by the directors. Although 
he did not profess to know much about mining, yet it was self-evident that the 
machinery and appliances necessary for bringing their produce into a market- 
able condition were of the first importance, against which the declaration of a 
dividend, although fairly earned, was altogether unimportant, 

Mr. KINGCHURCH asked if it were proposed to sink a shaft to reach the north 
lode, or to explore from the present workings ?——Capt. NORTHEY strongly re- 
commended the putting out of a cross-cut from the present workings, The north 
lode was really the main or old Bwieh lode; and it had not been wrought upon 
for some 8) or 90 fms, up to the point of intersection. The development of that 
lode would really be adding another mine to the company’s property. 

The CHAIRMAN observed that, notwithstanding the drought last autumn, the 
op¢rations had been carried on with such great economy that the aggregate re- 
sults of the year had proved most satisfactory. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked what number of tons of lead had been sold during the 
year ?——The SECRETARY said that 477 tons 6 cwts,of lead had been sold in the 
12 months, which realised 70521, 6s. 4d. 

Capt. NORTHEY, replying toa question, stated that he saw nothing in the 
development of the property to alter the favourable opinion he had expressed 
upon previous occasions, 

Major SANFORD asked if Capt. Northey regarded the interposition of the 
cross channel of ground—referred to in his report—as a favourable feature, or 
otherwise ? Capt. NORTHEY said that he regarded it as an exceedingly favour- 
able feature. Ile had never before seen anything like it in the mine; it was a 
regular flookan crossing the lode, and was about 1 to 144 ft. wide. 

The SEcRETARY, replying to a question, stated that it was not thought ad- 
visable to estimate the value of the lead at surface. If they transferred the 
amount expended upon the dressing-floors, and in the repairing of new machi- 
nery, to capital account, the result of the year’s operations would have been a

Capt. NORTHEY, in reply to Major Sanford, said the computed expenditure 
of 2951. for the driving of the cross-cut to intersect the north lode would bespread 
over a perlod of 12 months, It was impossible for him to make any estimate as 
to the amount by which their returns would be increased when that lode was 
opened upon.

July 15.—The following is a general report on the progress made during the 
year, and the present prospects of the mine:—The lode in the 25 fm. level west 
is 2 feet wide, composed of killas, blende, and lead ore, but not enough of the 
latter tovalue. The lode in the 35fm. level is at present small; in this level for 
several fathoms driving the stratum has been softer than usual, with cross- 
heads crossing the end, which is the reason for this lode not being productive 
at this point; but we hope shortly to get out of this disturbed ground, when 
we may expect the lode as good for lead ore as before—that Is, judging from the 
prospects ahead.

The CHAIRMAN said it would, perhaps, be in the recollection of 
shareholders that when he last had the pleasure of addressing them 
he expressed an opinion that by the present time the erection of the 
requisite machinery would be completed and in operation. Thanks 
to the energy of their indefatigable manager, Capt. Northey, he (the

234d. per ton, 
having a profit of 92121. 15s. 6d., or 1s. 5d. per ton, Comparing these figures 
with those of the previous year, there is no substantial difference in the cost or 
sale price per ton, but there is a very large increase in the quantity sold and in 
the total profit, the corresponding figures for the year 1867 being—Cost per ton, 
¢s. 2d. ; number of tons sold, 101,279: sale price per ton, 7s. 644d. ; total profit, 
69171. 1s. 8d. In this department it is very difficult to offer an opinion as to the 
out-turn of the future. That they will hold their own in the amount of vend

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TMOSPHERIC HAMMERS FOR CRUSHING ORES, &c.—Mr, HIRAM 
WALLACE COLVER, of Brooklyn, New York, has patented an inven- 
tion, which relates to that class of hammers in which a cushion of 
confined atmosphere interposes between the lifting and striking power 
and the hammer itself, so that concussion on the actuating mechan- 
ism is relieved. Mr. Colver makes use of a revolving crank and con- 
necting-rod connected toa piston-rod, the piston of which is in an air cylinder 
formed in the hammer itself; the piston-rod passes through a stuffing-box, 
and hence the confined air in the cylinder above the piston forms a cushion for 
sifting the hammer, and the air below the piston forms a cushion when striking 
the blow. By this peculiarity of arrangement the actuating parts can be made 
much lighter than in atmospheric hammers, containing an air cylinder that is 
reciprocated by the crank. A false bottom is introduced in the cylinder of the 
hanmer, and an inlet air opening is provided near the middle of the hammer. 
This hammer when used for forging is mounted in slides abovean anvil. When 
it isused for crushing ores the hammer is guided in and slides loosely through 
the top and bottom of a metal box, into which water runs and issues around 
the hammer, so as to supply the water to thestamping trough, and at the same 
time prevent wear by washing the surface of the hammer clean where it slides 
through the box. A range of these hammers acting successively in the trough 
containing the ore forms the ore-crushing apparatus, the water carries off the 
fine particles of crushed ore through a sieve or screen. 


VENTILATING MINES.—Mr, RICHARD WAyYGOOD, of Newington’ 
has invented an improvement in connection with the ventilation of mines, the 
object of which is to prevent a return current down the ventilating shaft in 
which the fire is contained for creating an up draught to ventilate the pit. 
When an explosion occurs in the pit a vacuum is produced therein, which accord- 
ing to existing arrangements produces a return current down the ventilating 
shaft, The invention consists in fitting or constructing self-acting valves 
in the ventilating shaft, and in the approaches from the workings thereto; 
these valves open to allow of the ordinary upward current, but immediately 
close against any tendency to a return current. The valves may consist of 
strong sashes, divided into squares, each of which is provided with a hinged 
balanced flap, opening outwards only. 


ECONOMISING FUEL, AND CONSUMING SMOKE,—The invention of 
Mr. FRANCIS ERSKINE, of Mauchester, consists in certain arrangements in form- 
ing the fire-bridge on a beam or otherwise, to commence about on a level with 
the fire-bars, and ascend within a few inches of the under side of the boiler or 
top of the flue or furnace. By this arrangement an open space is left under the 
fire-bridge between the ash-pit and the flue beyond the fire-bridge, and the space 
for the products of combustion to pass above the fire-bridge is so far contracted 
that part of the flame or heat from the fuelis drawn through the fire-bars, and 
this heat and flame mixing with the air passing under the fire-bridge mects the 
unconsumed gases passing over the fire-bridge, and the two combine and ignite, 
and thus complete combustion is attained. The space below the fire-bridge is 
provided with a valve or damper of metal or fire-clay, and the space above the 
fire-bridge may also be provided with a valve or damper of metal or fire-clay, so 
that the quantity of gases passing over and the quantity of air passing under 
the fire-bridge may be regulatedin eachecase. Thedamper or valve for regulat- 
ing the space under the fire-bridge is arranged in a vertical position, and so that 
it can be slided to and from the fire-bridge (remaining vertical in each position) 
by any suitable connection. The damper for the space above the bridge may be 
arranged in vertical guides, and may be actuated by inclines or other means. 
In some boilers havinginternal flues with water tubes across them, Mr. Erskine 
makes one tube form either the whole or part of the fire-bridge, if the tube forms 
only a part of the fire-bridge the other part is made of fire-bricks or fire-clay 
builtuponthetube. In the flues of the boilers he sometimes applies, to facilitate 
the mixing of the gases, additional bridges, either descending from the top or 
ascending from the bottom of the flue, or both combined with the improved 
arrangements above described.

REPORTS. 


VAN UNITED MINE, in the parish of Llangurig, Montgomeryshire, about 

six miles and a half from Llantidloes. 

May 27.1869: This mine is about 4 miles to the west of the great Van Mine ; 
being on the same lode, as is established by actual workings on it at many 
points in the several mines between ; showing its continuation in a way free 
from any uncertainty whatever.

BRITISH MINES. 


BLUE HILLS.—S. Bennetts, A. Gripe, July 17: The new engine-house is 
now in complete order, with all the necessary painting and lime washing, and 
the doors and windows will be put in in a day or two, The other masonry in 
hand is also inan advanced state. The heavy portions of the engine are nearly 
all in position, and more progress will now be made with fixing the remainder. 
—Poulyear Shaft: We have cleared and secured the 13 fm. level east, on the 
course of the lode, to the end; the lode herein is of a very promising character, 
and containing fair tinny work. A stope on the lode is now sect, and from which 
we shall at once be raising some tin.—Claridge’s Lode: The adit end east, on 
this lode, is looking more satisfactory in its general appearance. Weare making 
necessary preparations for dropping the pitwork in the engine-shaft on Monday 
next, and hope to complete the same with the least possibledelay. The general 
surface work is going on weli. 

CAPE CORNWALL.—R. Pryor, J. Davey, July 19: The ground in the 100fm. 
level cross-cut, driving north of the engine-shaft, is a little harder, and more 
spare for progress, in consequence of the end being mixed with spar. In the 70 
fathom level cross-cut, driving south of this shaft, there is no change to notice 
since our last report. 

CAPE CORNWALL-— (Special Report).—J. Simmons, June 29: The cross-cut 
in the 70 fm. level has been driven !1 fms. south, through hard greenstone, but 
there has not been any lode met with in this distance; from the apparent 
@hange of ground, however, in the extreme end, where there are more distinct 
and regular heads, containing spots of copper ore and mundic, I am inclined to 
believe you must be near to one of the south lodes (as shown on the plan), and 
I would advise your pushing the drainage of this level towards the lodes in that 
direction with all possible force. The cross-cut in the 100 fathom level has beeu 
driven northward about 22 fms., through grourd which is congenial for the pro- 
duction of mineral; and from the fact of spots of copper and mundic belng now 
met with in the veins or heads in course of driving are, in my opinion, indica- 
tions which tend to something good being met with in the great south lode, 
which, on referring to the plan, can only be a few fathoms ahead of the present ; 
and about 40 fms. further north from the last mentioned lode are three other 
lodes, composed of gossan and quartz, and from their very promising appear- 
ance, as seen in the cliff, surely they deserve development in depth, and by con- 
tinuing the 130 cross-cut north to intersect those lodes would be proving them 
at a depth where good results may very reasonably be expected. ‘The engine 
lode in the 90 and 100 fm, levels has not, contrary to expectations, improved with 
the depth obtained, although driven beyond the Junction into the granite, the 
lode being chiefly of one character throughout, and at present there is not any- 
thing doing on this lode. I cannot see that I can advise anything better being 
done than you are doing at present, and would recommend that those lmportant 
points of operation be kept going with full pares of men; and considering the 
geological position in which the lodes are placed, being similar to those of the 
productive mines In the immediate locality, I see no reason to doubt of good re- 
sults being obtained on the points being reached for which you have aimed. 
Your water charges are very casy, and those points referred to can be tried at 
a fair depth for little expense, and should you be successful in cutting the lodes 
good the mines would at once takea prominent position with their neighbours. 
CARADON AND PHGNIX CONSOLS.—Wm. Johns and Son, James Kelly, 
July 17: No. 2 lode in the 50, east of cross-cut from shaft, is over 4 feet wide, 
and producing some very fine specimens of yellow copper ore; this augurs well, 
as we are approaching the junction of killas and granite. We have a pretty 
channel of ground in the 50 cross-cut, north of this lode, and the cutting of 
No. 1 lode in this direction we are looking forward to with intense interest, 
believing it will tend toa successful issue. In No. 1 lodein the 60, west of shaft, 
we have again been meeting with crossing heads; notwithstanding this, it has 
maintained its size, composed of fluor-spar mixed up with yellow copper ore, a 
very kindly lode. We consider the points in operation never held out greater 
inducements for success than at the present time. , 
CARADON CONSOLS.—S. Bennetts, July 20: The 90 cross-cut north has in- 
tersected the western part of Clymo’s lode, where it is 2 ft. wide, much better 
defined than we have hitherto seen it near the cross-course, and containing 
some very good ore. There is no change in the gossan lode in the 78 west, bor 
anything further seen in the 78 north. The driving of the 78 west, on Clymo’s 
lode, is resumed, 

CASHWELL.—Jobn Peart, July 17: The drift below Scar Limestone going 
east Is much easier to work, and yields very good ore; the vein is 5 ft. wide, 
and contains ore all the width, and some very large piecesare met with. No.1 
stope, in the above sill, continues to yield very good ore, and likely to continue 
up to the top of the limestone. The stope in Slaty Hazle going east is improv- 
ing a little; there is more ore than we had in the drift below, and from appear- 
ance will work to a good profit. ‘the other places continue about the game.

In the rise in the back of this level 
the lode is 3% ft. wide, and worth 8 cwts. of lead per fathom ; we are pushing 
on this point with all possible speed, which, when communicated, will tho- 
roughly ventilate the 85 west, and enable us to set stopes in the back of this 
level.

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REMARKS.—There is a continuance of a better feeling inthe Metal 
Market, and business still continues to improve, and there is now

CoAL AND IRON IN THE UNITED STATES.—About 28 miles of the 
track of the New York and New Haven Railroad were relaid last year 
with steel rails. About 2800 tons of steel rails have been ordered for 
the renewal of the track during the present season; when these are 
all placed in the track, about one-half the entire road will be laid 
with steel. The rails, &c., required for the whole of the Iowa Falls and 
Sioux City Railroad have been purchased, and the quantity needed for 
33 miles of the line has been shipped. The Alabama and Chatta- 
nooga Railroad will, it is said, develope inexhaustible coal fields, of 
a quality superior to any yet discovered south of the Ohio; it isalso 
expected to open out vast deposits of hematite iron ore. The plans 
of Mr, Kneass have been adopted for aniron bridge over the Schuyl- 
kill, at South-street, Philadelphia; the centre and river piles will be 
of iron, sunk by the pneumatic process; the length of the bridge will 
be 2488 ft., and the clear height 32 ft. above high water. Reports 
from Lake Superior state that the production of iron in that district 
has been larger than ever this year. The Keystone Bridge Company, 
of Pittsburg, has contracted to build a wrought-iron bridge on the 
Boston, Hartford, and Erie road, at Middletown, Connecticut; the 
hridge will be 1200 ft. long. 

STEEL.—The exports of unwrought steel from the United Kingdom 
have sensibly increased of late years, although they are still some- 
what limited. In 1859, these exports amounted to 24,744 tons; in 
1860, to 32,173 tons; in 1861, to 21,810 tons; in 1862, to 25,779 tons; 
in 1863, to 28,687 tons; in 1864, to 26,834 tons; in 1865, 23,877 tons; 
in 1866, to 34,413 tons; in 1867, to 32,685 tons; and in 1868, to 31,388 
tons. The value of these exports was as annexed :—1859, 805,832/. ; 
1860, 986,2287.; 1861, 726,956/.; 1862, 848,9337.; 1863, 935,517 ; 1864, 
890,3952.; 1865, 782,1297.; 1866, 1,124,9172.; 1867, 1,065,6147.; and 
1868, 1,008,3717.

THE MINERALS OF NORTHAMPTONSHIRE. 


The question raised a short time since in the Mining Journal, as to 
whether coal could be found in Northamptonshire of a quality and 

















) thickness, and at such a depth, as to lead to its being profitably worked, 


has not only caused a great deal of interest in various parts of that 
county, but also to considerable diversity of opinion. On all sides the 
importance of the subject is admitted, for if coal could be reached and 
worked, then, indeed, Northamptonshire would become one of the 
most important centres of the iron trade in the kingdom—scarcely 
second to Cleveland, seeing that it contains an almost inexhaustible 
supply of ironstone, much superior to that of North Yorkshire. Ou 
the other hand, if, as asserted, either no coal exists in that county, 
or lies at such a depth that its working would not only be unprofit- 
able, but all but impossible, then it would be sheer madness to go to 
any greater expense than has already been incurred in endeavouring 
to solve the question. Several well-known geologists have given a 
most decided opinion that it is impossible that coal can be found at 
a workable depth, whilst several “practical” men take a directly 
opposite view ; and from the arguments adduced, to use a rather hack- 
nied phrase, there is no doubt but a “good deal can be said on both 
sides.” The geologists, however, do not altogether agree on the matter, 
whilst the “practical” men do. 

Thus, Mr. PARTON, F.G.S., in his very temperate letter, in answer 
to the question put to him as to whether there was coal in North- 
amptonshire, says:—‘The geological structure of that part of the 
country lying between Northamptonshire and the Warwickshire coal 
field rather favoured the idea of the existence of coal under the oolitic 
formations of the former district ; but, inasmuch as the new red sand- 
stone and Permian formations underlie the oolitic series, the probable 
depth to the true coal measures would be very great, even supposing 
these formations to be of only minimum thickness.” This cautiously 
written answer is deserving of every consideration. But Mr, SHARP, 
F.G.8., of Dallington Hall, Northampton, goes a great deal further, 
and altogether ridicules the idea of coal being found at anything like 
a reasonable depth. In a letter toalocal contemporary he says: 

“ Safely did that pioneer of geology, the late Dr. BUCKLAND, declare that he 
would consent to be roasted in the first load of coal raised in that (the Kings- 
thorpe) shaft. For myself, I should place little reliance upon the belief of any 
colliery proprietor in Staffordshire, unless he were a scientific geologist also. 
The knowledge of a simply ‘practical ’ man isof the most contracted character, 
and the reliance on the opinion of such an one would be likely to prove delusive. 
I have been told it was the opinion of a ‘ practical’ man which led to the Kings- 
thorpe speculation and its consequences. He, as I understand, finding certain 
indications inthe Northampton clays with which he was famillar in the clays 
of his own district, common to both, confidently predicted the presence of coal, 
ignorant that a geological vertical interval of from 2000 to 3000 feet separated 
the clays of his district from those of Northampton. Sir CHARLES LYELL and 
other geologists estimate the thickness of the Liasic beds at from 500 to 1000 ft. ; 
under these are the Triasic beds, from 1400 to 1800 feet ; under these, again, are 
the Permian bed and the magnesian limestone, some 600 ft.,and then, at length, 
occur the coal measures, with a thickness running up to12,000ft. So that, tak- 
ing only the lowest of the numbers I have mentioned, a vertical depth of some 
20,00 feet would have to be penetrated below the bottom of the Kingsthorpe 
shaft before the coal measures would be reached ; then coal would not neces- 
sarily be found. The Dunkinfield colliery is the deepest in England—700 yards. 
This starts at the surface from the Permian formation, at a low computation 
2000 feet geologically lower down than the Kingsthorpe site. It most be under- 
stood that I do not assert that there is no coal under Northamptonshire, but I 
do say that, if there is, the probabilities amount almost to a certainty that it is 
at so great a depth as to be inaccessible.”” = 

The “practical” men to whom allusion is made assert that although 
geologists have done much, yet they have also made great mistakes, 
more particularly with regard to coal, and point-significantly to the 
fact that not very long ago some of the leading members of that 
learned body raised the alarm that at the rate our coal was being 
raised, and if it were to increase as it had done, the supply would be 
exhausted in little more than 100 years. The fact, however, has 
turned out that our coal supply was all but inexhaustible, and that 
many hundreds of years would have to elapse before such an outcry 
need be raised, supposing that we were to go on increasing our con. 








sumption even at a greater rate than at present, The colliery pro- 
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prietors did not look to geologists when searching for coal, but 
depended on a practical man and the “borer,” instancing the case of 
the late Sir R. CLIFTON, who found coal under his estate at Notting- 
ham through the means of a practical man. It has also been asked 
if all knowledge relating to mineral deposits is confined to geologists, 
why did they not discover the vast fields of ironstone in Cleveland 
and those in Lincolnshire, and also the valuable beds of coal found 
in various parts of the kingdom by “practical” men during the 
last few years? With regard to the depths of the various formations 
said to overlie the coal measures, the uncertain character of the data 
for the conclusions arrived at are pointed out, and attention is di- 
rected to the Yorkshire coal field, where the strata has been proved 
to a depthof more than 1300 yards, and where it has been found 
that whilst the coal at one place can only be got at a depth of 
680 yards, the same seam nearly reaches the top ata distance of 
from two to three miles from the former. The geologists, too, do not 
take into consideration or allude to what in the coal districts are 
known as “faults,” where seams of coal have been heaved up from 
the ordinary depths of the measures to a comparatively great height. 
As to the depths at which coal can be safely worked, “practical ” 
men are undoubtedly the best guides, and, although it has hitherto 
been considered that 800 or at the most 1000 yards would be almost 
a dangerous depth, yet from tests actually made it has been proved 
that such was not the case. Mr. Lupton, a talented young mining 
engineer, a short time since, at the instance of the Coal Commission, 
made a series of experiments on the subject, and gave it as his 
opinion that there is nothing to hinder our coal mines from being 
sunk and safely worked at a depth of 10,000 feet. 

As we before stated, the importance of the question to the inhabi- 
tants of Northampton is of no ordinary character, and from the 
feeling exhibted in the matter the solution, to be satisfactory, will 
evidently have to be a practical one. To ascertain the nature of the 
strata it isonly necessary to use a “a borer,” such an one as that of 
MATHER and PLATT’s, which we have seen sink rapidly, and bring 
to the surface discs about 9 in. in diameter, so that the information 
gained as to the actual position and depth of the strata would be 
interesting alike to the geologist and the “practical” man, 








THE COAL AND IRON MINES OF WESTPHALIA. 


Considerable attention being now directed to the coal and iron 
mines of the Dortmund district, we have been favoured by Mr. J. 
SIEVERS, a well-known local surveyor, with an admirably executed 
map of the collieries and other industrial works of the district, ac- 
companied by an alphabetical list of the collieries. From this map 
the positions of the properties of the Prussian Mining and Iron Works 
Company, whose prospectus for the issue of the so-called Priority 
Obligations is at present being advertised, can be readily seen, From 
the great extent of the concessions they form quite a prominent fea- 
ture on the map. The threecollieries—Erin, Zollern, and Hansa— 
moreover, are shown to adjoin each other, so that there would ap- 
pear to be every facility for managing them efficiently, and, at the 
same time, economically. The Hibernia and Shamrock Collieries, 
upon which the Messrs. MULVANY commenced their career in West- 
phalia, and which are now making large returns to their shareholders 
—the Hibernia, at Gelsenkirchen, now giving an annual output of 
2,850,000 scheffels, and the Shamrock, at Herne, 3,450,000 scheffels 
—are small in comparison with the Prussian Company's concessions, 
and certainly not more favourably situated. Two lines of railway 
intersecting the properties put the mines in direct communication 
with Cologne on the one hand, and Ruhrort on the other, and enable 
the company to supply any markets which could be furnished by 
those lines. The Vulkan Iron Works are absolutely on the Rhine at 
Duisburg, and possesses railway convenience for getting the coal 
from Dortmund, 

As an evidence of the high favour in which priority obligations 
are held in Prussia, it may be mentioned that an instance has just 
occurred of a French company (Société Anonyme des Charbonnages 
du Nord) offering only a single colliery, but half the size of one of 
the Prussian company’scollieries, with but one shaft sunk to the coal, 
and with the railway junction yet unmade (though it is to have one), 
as security for 62,7007, Now, this is not only considered to be ample 
security, but is more than sufficient to secure those investing in 
the “obligations,” and this being acknowledged the comparative 
value of the Prussian company’s security is obvious, But perhaps 
a more important fact for comparison is the first cost of the coal fields 
to the several companies working in the same district. All are highly 
prosperous when the coal is reached, so that in this respect they may 
be assumed to be equal. In the case of 17 collieries, wherein the 
prices actually paid could be ascertained from the published balance- 
sheets, that the 17 companies own between them 21,750 English acres, 
for which they paid 714,1202., or at the rate of 337. per acre; whilst 
the Prussian Mining and Iron Works Company possess 7500 acres 
(more than one-third of the area possessed by the 17 companies men- 
tioned), for which they paid 60,312/,, or only 81. per acre, which is 
less than one-fourth of the usual average cost; while the fields them- 
selves are proved to be not only equal to the best in the district as 
regards richness and quality of seams, but, for the greater part, as 
regards the combined underground riches and the overground posi- 
tion for trade, are more valuable, acre for acre, than most of the 
17 cases above quoted, ; 

Priority obligations, of course, would not be issued by any company 
which did not believe itself to be in a position to pay interest and 
annual repayments out of profits, and in this case it is mentioned that 
two out of three of the collieries are already at work, and in a posi- 
tion, either of them alone, to return far more in the shape of yearly 
profits than is required for the payment of the interest and sinking 
fund on the whole of the obligations to be issued, to say nothing of 
the iron works, which are in a position to return from 15,000/. to 
20,0002. per annum profit, or of the third colliery, which is not yet 
at work, but can be soon got into profitable operation. But even if 
the collieries and iron works were stopped to-morrow, the holders of 
the obligations would be amply secured, for the available overground 
property, if brought to the hammer, would secure them from loss. 
There is land, for which 32,0007. has actually been paid; buildings 
at the collieries and iron works, and dwelling-houses, 124,000/.; and 
engines, boilers, and machinery, 100,000/.: together, 256,000/. But 
from the amount of work which has been done since the company 
has had possession, there can be no doubt that, even assuming the 


. improbable contingency of a forced sale, the whole could readily be 





sold as a going concern, and would realise very considerably more 
than the amount that has been expended upon it, and that which is 
now being raised. 








Economic PuMPING ARRANGEMENTS.—During the last twelve 
months a system of pumping has been in use at the Botany Bay pit, 
belonging to the Clifton and Kersley Coal Company, Manchester, 
which is worthy of notice from the peculiar circumstances it was de- 
signed to meet, and the success which has attended it. In the down 
brow, about 150 yards from the shaft, a feeder of water was unex- 
pectedly cut, which yielded nearly 750 gallons of water per minute, 
and caused considerable inconvenience in the pit. The down brow 
having an inclination of 10 inches in the yard, the point of irruption 
was about 125 ft. below the sump. All the workings speedily be- 
came entirely flooded, upwards of 20 miles of workings being under 
water, and for more than a week there was a regular flow into the 
sump itself, By keeping the ordinary lifts at full work, and by con- 
tinuous winding, the water was just kept to the sump level for seven 
months, when temporary direct double-acting steam-pumps were put 
in to relieve the winding—the water was pumped from the down 
brow into the sump by a Gwynne’s centrifugal pump, running 200 
revolutions per minute, and the direct-acting pumps made about 
60 revolutions per minute. The entire system was keptat work night 
and day for two years, and raised by measurement 493 gallons per 
minute. Upon the pit coming into the possession of Mr. Josiah 
Evans, of Haydock, it was determined to substitute for the four 
6-in, pumpstwo horizontal 13-in. pumps, with 34-in. steam-cylinders, 
2-ft. stroke, and to substitute for the centrifugal pump an improved 
system of plunger. The quality of the work usually turned out by 
Messrs. Routledge and Ommaney is already so well known in the 
Manchester district that more need not be said in favour of the ma- 
chinery at Clifton than that it is constructed in their usual style, 


andworksadmirably. A pair of 20-in. cylinder-engines, 4-ft. stroke, 
is placed on the incline of the down brow at the bottom of the shaft, 
and these are used to work a pair of Messrs, Routledge and Om- 
maney’s 17-in. plunger pumps off continuations of the engine piston- 
rods. The pumps are placed on a heavy cast-iron truck, running on 
& suitable tramway. As the water is pumped out the pump-rods are 
from time to time lengthened and supported on sheaves resting on 
the delivery pipe. The inclined pumps raise the water a height of 
125 ft. through a column of pipes nearly thrice that length, The 
advantage which this arrangement secures is that the work is done 
with the minimum expenditure of force, and that the previously 
existing arrangements of the pit are not in eny way interfered with. 


PROTECTED NITRO-GLYCERINE.—The recent lamentable results 
attending the transit of this useful, but dangerous, blasting material 
sufficiently demonstrate the enormous practical value of any pre- 
paration that shall ensure its safe conveyance and storage ; and, judg- 
ing from the experiments made a few days since by Dr. Comyn, at 
the East Mid-Wales and the Mid-Wales Mines, this desirable end has 
been successfully accomplished by Mr, Horsley’s patent protected nitro-glyce- 
rine. To prove that it will not ignite or explodeeven on the application of fire 
or heat, a quantity of the blasting-oil, as “ protected’’ by Mr. Horsley, was 
placed in a chip-box; the latter was burned away, while the nitro-glycerire 
remained unexploded ; and toshow that it cannot be exploded by violent concus- 
sion, the same Compound was subjected to several blows on an anvil, the result 
being, as in the former case, that the oil remained perfectly inert. Another ex- 
periment proved that, while the nitro-glycerine thus * protected” can be re- 
moved from place to place with perfect safety, the ** protection ’’ can be easily 
removed, leaving the blasting properties of this valuable oil entirely unchanged, 
This was shown by placing the “ protected ”’ oil which had been used in the two 
previous experiments in a vessel of warm water. By this simple process the 
protecting substance was dissolved, and the nitro-glycerine employed asa blast- 
ing agent, when the result abundantly proved that its properties had remained 
intact. The efficacy of the preparation has been demonstrated among others by 
Mr. Isaac Lowthian Bell, F.C.S. (of Neweastle-on-Tyne), who states that the 
nitro-glycerine is rendered so inexplosive that a blowsufficient to fire dynamite 
had no effect upon it, nor did exposure on a red-hot bar of iron produce any 
apparent combustion. A small quantity of the inexplosive nitro-glyecrine, 
freed from the presence of the mattcr which rendered it harmless, was placed 
on a piece of boiler-plate, % in. thick, and fired with afuse. The explosion was 
so violent that it fractured the wrought-iron. Mr. W. Francis, of tie Penrhyn 
Quarries, has also testified to the merits of the invention by stating that the 
experiments with Mr. Horsley’s protected nitro-glycerine was perfectly suc- 
cessful; it did not explode on being struck with a large sledge-hammer on an 
anvil, nor explode upon a quantity of it being placed in a smithy. The oll was 
then extracted from the compound and fired in the usual way, with a percussion- 
cap, and the usual result followed. Some further important experiments were 
made with Mr. Horsley’s patent blasting powder, the properties of which, ac- 
cording to the practical testimony of the miners before whom the trials were 
made, most favourably compared with ordinary gunpowder, 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

Gateshead, July 22.—The arrivals in the Tyne have been moderate 
this week—307 on the whole, while the export trade continues good, 
with little change in the rates. The Coal Trade to London, the Dutch 
ports, &c., is very fair, as is the demand for Russia and Alexandria, 
The arrivals at the Hartlepools have been small, but there has been 
quite a clearance of ships with coals (188 vessels), and a few with 
iron, &c. The pig, rail, and bar-iron trade is good throughout the 
district, but the prices of pig-iron, &c., are only moderate. The de- 
mand for rails, and ship-plates especially, continues, and plenty of 
orders are on hand at most of the works, which will keep them going 
during the present year, The iron shipbuilding trade is extremely 
brisk, and most of the principal builders have good orders in hand. 
An important case was tried at the Jarrow Sessions, in connection 
with the yard of Leslie and Co., at Hebburn, who employ about 1700 
hands. Objection was taken to a foreman rivetter, and several of 
the rivetters and boiler builders left the employment without giving 
notice, but they were brought before the magistrates and severely 
punished for their conduct, which entailed considerable loss upon the 
masters. The rolling-mills on the Tyne are pretty well employed. 
At Hawks and Crawshay’s old works there is plenty of work in hand, 
and a considerable quantity of bars, plates, &c., are turned out, Some 
interesting experiments have been tried here with the pigs made from 
the Ridsdale iron ore. This valuable rich ore is mined by Sir Wm. 
Armstrong and Co., and converted into pigs by the same firm at Els- 
wick, The pigs have been tried thorough!y at the puddling-furnaces 
and rolling-mills of Hawks and Co., and with complete success, as 
the bars produced are of most excellent quality, and will bear com- 
parison with those of any district in England. The quality of the 
iron has been long known, but it was not available, mainly owing to 
the expense of mining, and the want of railway facilities for its con- 
veyance to the Tyne. These ditficulties have, however, been over- 
come by the enterprising company at Elswick, and the ore is brought 
there and converted into pigs, and puddled and rolled at the works 
of Messrs. Hawks and Co., Gateshead, and ultimately it will, we be- 
lieve, be extensively used in the manufacture of the Armstrong guns. 
But for any purposes where closeness of fibre and extreme ductility 
is required, this iron can hardly be surpassed, and there is, of course, 
a good demand for “ Ridsdale pigs.” The rolling-mills at Abbot's 
Works, and also the new mills at Messrs. Hawks, are doing better at 
present than at any period since their establishment. These mills 
were erected, or at least completed, at an awkward period, as the iron 
trade suddenly fell off most seriously, and this at Abbot's especially 
caused most serious inconvenience, indeed, the payment of dividends 
at these celebrated works has been almost entirely suspended since 
the erection of those new mills. Great exertions have, however, been 
made by the managers to meet this, while considerable retrenchments 
have been made in the working expenses, and the result is that it is 
confidently expected that dividends will shortly be resumed, and the 
shares are, consequently, more enquired after, The shares are 1001, 
each, of which 75/. has been paid. 

The Washington Colliery is to be sold at the end of this month, in 
consequence of the death of the principal owner. The colliery is a 
most flourishing, current going concern, capable of turning out a 
large quantity of coal, and fitted up in the best manner, with all 
modern appliances, A large number of the workmen’s houses are 
also the property of the owners, and are contiguous to the works. 
A more eligible concern could not be found ; but, owing to the flat 
state of the coal trade, the sale is not expected to be very spirited. 
It ought, however, to be recollected that the coal trade must revive 
at no distant date, and capitalists, also, ought to know that the pre- 
sent time is a good opportunity to buy. The Washington Colliery 
produces from the famous Hutton seam first-class gas coal, and itis 
therefore, well worthy the attention of parties in London and else- 
where who consume that kind of coal. Other seams above the Hut- 
ton seam—the Low Main and Maudlin—produce good steam and 
manufacturing coal, and it is presumed that the lower seams—that 
is, the seams below the Hutton seam—will be found here of good 
workable quality. This, however, requires to be proved, as was re- 
marked in this letter last week while commenting upon the success- 
ful sinking at Boldon, in connection with the Harton Colliery. In 
addition, however, to the comments made about these underlying 
seams, it may be noticed here that the trial at Felling Colliery was 
not made, perhaps, in the best position, as it is apparent that those 
lower seams do not, as a rule, prove good near the bed of the Tyne, 
on the one hand, or near the bed of the river Team on the other. 
This is fully proved by the failure of the extensive trial made some 
years ago at Norwood, near the confluence of the Team and Tyne, 
where the lower seams were notin good favour; and several other 
similar instances might be given. The Busty seam has, however, 
proved good at Merley Hill, Pelton Fell, and other places more cen- 
trally situated in Durham, and at a considerable distance from the 
beds of the rivers. 

The strike at Monkwearmouth has disclosed a most extraordinary 
amount of feeling on the part of the men, and a stedfast determina- 
tion on the part of all classes, not only the hewers, but the deputies, 
shift, and contract men of all kinds, to pat down the yearly bonds, 
and also the regulations contained in the bond, to which they had 
only a short period previously affixed their names. The custom of 
yearly binding has become pretty general again in the county of 
Durham during the past few years, and if the conditions of binding 
are properly understood, and agreed upon, there appears to be no reason why 
a yearly boud should not be as good for all parties as a monthly one—with this 
decided and undoubted advantage, that it prevents a good deal of moving about, 
which entails a loss on both parties. The owners thus gain something, as great 
expense is incurred by moving men and their furniture about the country. 
The men have equally great advantages with the yearly bond, one of the most 


the sum of 28s. per fortnight has not been reached in any particular pay the 
men may have an investigation, and if the average for three or four consecu- 
tive pays (there isa little variation in the details in different localities, but the 
principle is the same) falls short of this sum—that is, if the average earnings 
of the men has fallen below 28s. per fortnight—the owners are liable to make 
this deficiency good, aud {t must not be supposed that this clause remains a dead 
letter. Considerable sums were paid at collierlos in Durham during the past 
year, especially near the close of the yearly engagement—that is, on April 5, 
The cry against the yearly bond at Monkwearmouth we hold to be mere clap- 
trap, and the vapouring of Mr. Roberts as to the validity of the bind is also un- 
worthy of serious attention ; it is well known that the validity of the bond has 
been establiehed in many a court of justice during the past half-century, and it 
is a matter for regret and extreme surprise that the owners did not quietly and 
cooly enforce it in this remarkable case, They agreed in the weakest manner 
to annul the bond on condition that the men vacated their houses, which has 
been done to a certain extent. Subsequently the owners have agreed to return 
to the old prices paid in 1868, reserving to themselves tlie right to take only 
a part of the men, as they cannot employ the whole. This, however, the men 
object to, and insist that all the men shall be employed, so that up to the time 
of wtiting the struggle remains as bitter as possible, the men apparently being 
determined to have all they ask for. 

Mr, T. P. Barkas, of Newcastle, has in his possession what is sup- 
posed to be a ** mammal jaw,’’ which has excited considerable interest in the 
question of the mammalian character of the fossil. Among the hundreds of 
jaws which he has obtained from the Northumberland coal measures this is the 
ouly one which presents marked mammalian characteristics. Mr. Barkas is 
extremely desirous of obtaining additional specimens, and for that purpose has 
announced to the boys of the colliery villages of Northumberland that he will 
be glad to give a prize of 4s. to anyone who will bring him a specimen of the 
mammal jaw. It may be desirable to state that the specimen was obtained from 
West Cramlington Colliery; the shale from this colliery has been very rich in 
fossil remains, and the same remark applies to the shale at the Gosforth, Seaton 
Delaval, and several other places in the district. 





NORTHERN INSTITUTE OF MINING ENGINEERS.—Since the inau- 
gural speech of Mr. Elliot was delivered on his taking the office of 
President of the Institute that gentleman has, owing to his numerous 
parliamentary and other duties, taken little part in the proceedings, 
This is much to be regretted, as his address was a most remarkable 
and comprehensive production, and it gave high promise of a most successful 
and remarkable career on his part as President. He has, however, owing tothe 
causes alluded to been obliged to resign the position of President, which ts much 
to be regretted, aud a President ts to be elected in his place at the annual meet- 
iug, which is to be held on Aug. 7. It is hardly necessary to remark that this 
is s most important office, and In choosing a President a selection ought to be 
made very carefully, The gentleman chosen ought to be fully qualified to fill 
the post—that is, looking at his position, experience, literary abilities, &c, ; 
and he ought also to have sufficient leisure, and be fully prepared to devote 
some time to the interests and business of the Institute. The success of the In- 
stitute must, In a great measure, depend upon the constant supervision and at- 
tention of the President. The business of the meeting will be very interesting. 
After the election of the various officers a number of new members stand for 
election, and the following very important papers are to be read; -

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 

July 22-—The Iron Trade of this district is considered to be in a 
somewhat satisfactory position, and the prospects of the rail branch 
are, if anything, more cheering. For two or three weeks prior to 
quarter-day it was pretty generally known that buyers were refrain- 
ing from entering into new engagements, believing that better ad- 
vantages would be offered after the meeting of ironmasters, but it is 
now evident that in this they have been doomed to disappointment, 
as owing to the prospect of additional rail engagements current quo- 
tations are firmly adhered to. Already buyers have commenced giy- 
ing out contracts with more freedom, and the easy state of the money 
market is looked upon as being favourable to future prospects. At 
present nearly all the makers are almost exclusively engaged in 
executing rail orders, the production of bars being on a compara- 
tively small scale, owing to the smallness of the demand, and the 
indifferent prices obtained. It is said that home buyers have been 
holding back bar specifications, hoping prices would give way, but 
as makers are well placed for rail orders for several months to come 
there is no probability of their hopes being realised, as makers will 
not be compelled to accept bar contracts only on such terms as will 
leave some margin fora profit. A large amount of business con- 
tinues to be transacted with American buyers, the quantity of rails 
now being cleared for the United States being something consider- 
able, the principal markets being New York, New Orleans, Boston, 
and Philadelphia; and it is satisfactory to find that the demand 
from these places continues unabated. Every effort is being made to 
complete Russian engagements before the close of the shipping sea- 
son, but thisis somewhat doubtful at the present time, unless a large 
number of steamers are employed, and for which high rates will 
have to be paid. 

Vessels are now wanted at the local ports to convey rails to Mol- 
lendo and Port Ancon, for Peruvian railways, and makers look for- 
ward with something like certainty to doing a large amount of busi- 
ness with that country, in which the railway system is only in its 
infaney. Enquiries from the Continent are considered favourable as 
to future requirements, large extensions of railways being contem- 
plated to be carried out at an early date. The improvement which 
recently set in in the iron shipbuilding trade is causing a steady in- 
crease in the demand for plates. There is a steady sale for pig-iron, 
and prices are fairly maintained, Tin-plate makers complain of the 
dulness of trade, and unless the make is very materially reduced there 
is no prospect of an immediate improvement. 

Steam Coal proprietors report the trade in a somewhat better state 
than it was a week ago, a great many vessels having arrived at the 
local ports, but the exports are still below the average. About the 
usual quantity is being sent to the French ports, but to the mail 
packet stations and other foreign markets the clearances are not so 
large as they were at the corresponding period of last year. The 
abolition of the Government List has had an unfavourable effect on 
the steam coal trade of this district, it being now left to an inspector 
to purchase what coal he thinks fit, and, the competition having be- 
come much keener, prices are now lower than they have been at any 
former period. The output at several of the collieries has been greatly 
reduced, and it is evident that unless an improvement shortly takes 
place the men employed at other works will also be put on short time, 
There is a fair amount of business being done in house qualities, and 
the clearances to West of England and Irish houses about the average, 

Vice-Chancellor James has granted an application for winding-up 
the Dunravea United Collleriex Company (Limited). ‘The liabilities of thecom- 
pany are said to be to Mr. McKensie, a mortgagee, 40,0001, ; to the landlord, 
70001. ; and the mortgage of 4000/1. ; to bills, 40001.; and to current expenses, 
10,0001. ; and taking them all to be due, with something else, they make 75,0v01, 
The assets are said to amount to 54,0001, 

On Monday the boiler of the pumping-engine at the Red Colliery, 
Bedwas, Monmouthshire, exploded with terrific force, but fortunately no lives 
were lost, although the fireman was severely scalded. The stack and engine- 
house were blown down, and the whole is a complete wreck. The loss to the 
company will be a heavy one, as the works will have to be entirely stopped for 
some little time, 

At the Aberdare Police Court, Henry Escott, a collier, was charged 
with striking a match in the ButeColliery, Hirwain. When the accused struck 
the match he said he did it to try the air, and a fellow-collier told him if he 
did so he would knock his eye out. The Chairman, in passing sentence, said 
they were surry to send culliers to prison, but if they (the Bench) shrank from 
their duty they wonld feel themselves responsible for any loss of life that might 
occur. The sentence of the Court was that he be imprisoned and kept to hard 
labour for two calendar months. 

The colliers employed at the two pits, Cwmbach, have announced 
their intention to have vothing whatever to do with tue p.oposed Geueral 
Permanent Relief Fund, and this, and other circumstan:es which have trans- 
pired, throw considerable doubt as to whether such a fund wil! be established, 

On Tuesday, at the Aberdare Police Court, James Parmenter, an 
aged coliler, was charged with unlawfully violating one of the special rules of 
the Werfa Colliery, by having his lamp unlocked tu the Inside of the workings, 
The accused was found by Samuel, the overman, tn his stall with his own and 
his son’s lamps unlocked, Samuel having locked them himself before giving 
them to the accused. Samuel was induced to go to the stall in consequence of 
his smelling tobacco smoke in the workings, The men were permitted to smoke 
outside the lamp station, which was only 120 yards from the stall. The Bench 
severely reprimanded the prisoner for his conduct, and sentenced him to six 
weeks’ imprisonment with bard labour. hh

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


July 22,—The Iron Trade keeps dull, and the works continue but 
partially employed. The depression in the Lancashire trade exer- 
cises a very unfavourable influence on the home market, and the 
foreign demand, except for rails, is not sufficient to provide orders 
equal to the vast power of production which now exists in the country. 
The demand, however, though not adequate to the capabilities of the 
works, is steady, and is, no doubt, genuine, and may be expected to 
continue, whilst the requirements for railways seem to be increasing 
in almost all directions. We may also hope that a good harvest in 
the United States willlead to a more vigorous trade with that country. 
The Hardware Trades are quiet, and show no decided improvement. 

The nailers’ strike has now lasted fortwo months. Themen have 
now achance of harvesting, hop-picking, and fruit-gathering, which 
may enable them to struggle on until towards winter, and what shall 
happen then must depend on the demand for nails and the stocks now 
held. Fears of disturbance at Dudley, to which the contest has not 
long extended, have, so far, not been realised; but the feeling is 
very bitter, and it is said that 5000 nailmakers, of various ages and 
both sexes, are now idle, or pursuing other employments. 

The works of the North Staffordshire Iron and Steel Company at 
Talke, near Tunstall, in North Staffordshire, were early yesterday 
morning the scene of an explosion of a boiler, which was connected 
with the blowing engine, and the fireman was scalded to death, It 
is said that the damage is not extensive, but itis also stated thut an- 
other man has been seriously injured. The e nquiry before the coroner 
will be opened to-morrow. 

The accident at the Earl of Dudley’s Colliery, at Brierley Hill 
some months ago, by which a number of men and boys were impri- 
soned by an influx of water, and all but one rescued after great and 
protracted exertions, was brought before the notice of the public in 
an interesting manner on Tuesday. It may be remembered that it 
was decided to present each of the men who were engaged in the 
rescue with a watch, bearing a suitable inscription, and his own 
name, a8 an expression of the public sense of their heroic conduct. 
This was done on Tuesday, the Rev, J. Stowe, rector, of Brierley 
Hill, making the presentations to the twenty men. All the watches 
were of silver, except that given to Mr. Plant, the chartermaster, 
and the leader of the band, which hada gold case. One of the 
men, who acknowledged the presentation for himself and the rest, 
said he was thankful for the watch, but he felt himself well repaid 
when he saw the poor fellows safe on the bank. No oratory could 
add to that simple, manly remark, 

A man named John Marshall was killed at Messrs. Glover's col- 
llery, at Longton, on Friday, by a fall. He was trying the roof, and struck It 
three or four times, when a bar of timber fixed the previous night cracked, A 
man with him got out of the way, but three or four tons of dirt fell on the de- 
ceased, who was quite dead when got out. It was stated at the inquest that the 
timber appeared sound when put up. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 

July 22.—Throughout Derbyshire there is no material change to 
notice in either the Iron or Coal Trades, Some of the principal iron 
works are now doing a very fair business, particularly in castings. 
In Coal there is no change whatever, the tonnage going to London 
being still moderate, and not likely to increase so long as the present 
fine weather continues. In steam coal there is a little more doing 
for exportation, still the trade is not so active as is generally looked 
forward to at this time of the year. At Stavely, it is said, a part of 
the Speedwell Pit is now quiet, whilst at most other collieries short 
time continues to be the rule. The well-known Lockoford Colliery, 
once belonging to the Inte George Stephenson, and which remained 
for along time closed and water-logged, has now been put into an 
efficient state, being capable of doing a considerable business, and a 
large number of men are engaged in it; so that the enterprising 
parties who took to it under the many disadvantages are likely to 
be well recouped for their large outlay in bringing it into its present 
working condition. 

A good trade continues to be done at the principal iron works in 
South Yorkshire, there being a very good demand for rails, plates, 
sheets, and other material, For coal there has been no improvement 
whatever to note, so far as regards household qualities, but a little 
more is being done in steam sorts for exportation from Tull and 
Grimsby, but coalowners still complain of the low prices which pre- 
vail, and which there is no likelihood whatever of being better. Such 
being the case, it is felt that before long a general reduction in the 
existing rate of wages will be proposed by nearly all the leading col- 
liery proprietors. At Silkstone Fall Colliery the men have resumed 
work, owing to the Miners’ Association refusing to give them the 
usual weekly pay. Messrs, Newton, Chambers, and Co., whose men 
have been out about four months, are now engaged in building a large 
number of cottages, and from the applications received by them from 
men seeking work, the firm have not the slightest doubt but they will 
be able to obtain the services of as many men as they require. In 
the present state of the trade, however, they are not at all desirous 
of doing much more than at present, At Strafford Main some of the 
permanent men have been getting a little coal, with the aid of some 
hurriers—a proceeding which has led to some of the friends of the 
old hands showing theirdisapprobation in the usual manner, Alto- 
gether the South Yorkshire district was nerver in a more critical or 
depressed state than at present—little or no trade, very low prices 
for coal, and about 28300 men out of work, and some thousands more 
only partially employed. 

At the Dewsbury Petty Sessions, on Monday, John Hallas, under- 
ground viewer at Mr. B. Barraclougi'’s Northorpe Coliiery, Mirfield, Chas, Hall, 
his deputy, and John Elsworth, banksman, were charged with several viola- 
tions of the special rules of the colliery, The prosecution was conduted by 
Mr. Skipwith, of the firm of Scholey and Co., of Wakefield, Instructed by Mr. 
Wardell, Inspector of Mines, acting under the authority of the Secretary of 
State. It apperred thaton Monday, June U4, an explosion of fire-damp occurred 
at the colllery, by which Joseph Richardson was severely burnt, The accident 
was attributable—first, tothe neglect of the ventilating furnace by Hallas, and, 
secondly, to the noslect of Hall iu not barring off the working place where he 
had found the fire damp, which afterwards exploded and crused the accident. 
Thew offences, and Hatlas’s omission to furnish one of the workmen with a copy 
of the colliery rules, formed the subject of five lnformations, upon three of which 
Hallas was fined 20s, and cost in each case, with the alternative of one month's 
fioprisonment; and Hall was flned 10s, and costs, with the alternative of 14 days’ 
imprisonment, in each of the two cases against him. Elsworth, was also fined 
104. and costs, or 14 days’ imprisonment in default, for having neglected to 
test tho ropes before the miners descended, as required by one of the special rules. 

THE HAYDOCK COLLIERY EXPLOSION. 

But little more than six months have passed since the lamentahle 
explosion at Messrs, Evans and Co.’s Haydock Collieries, near Wigan, 
yet another fearful explosion has occurred in the same pit, resulting 
in the loss of 58 lives, and the injury of several of those who escaped 
death. Since the accident in December more than 100 men have 
seldom been employed, although previously there had been as many 
as 350, and the proprietors have made important alterations in the mode of work- 
ing, with a view of improving the ventilation, and protecting, to the utmost in 
their power, the lives of their workmen, The two seams worked in the Queen 
Pit, wherein the accident occurred, are the Main Delf Six-feet and the Wigan 
Nine- feet, the latter lying at a depth of 320 feet. The explosion occurred at just 
past 11 o'clock on Wednesday morning, the calamity being announced by a mo- 
mentary reversal of the ventilation, and a blow of dust up the upeast-shaft. Mr. 
Chadwick, the manager of the collieries, was at once communicated with, and 
in a very short time be descended the shaft. Mr. Harvie, the secretary to the 
company, Was also on the spot immediately,and aided by the officials at the col- 
liery, be proeceded to organise an exploring party. The news spread with mar- 
vellous rapidity, and offers of belp were proffered from those who assembled, 
About 40 men prepared to enter the workings, from the state of which it was 
evident that a frightful catastrophe had occurred. Stoppings avery short dis- 
tance from the shaft had been blown down; the roadways, in many Instances, 
were partly blocked up, and the ventilation was entirely disorganised. The first 
lot of the exploring party had scarcely reached the bottom before a number of 
men arrived at the shaft from various parts of the workings, nearly every por- 
tion of which appeared to have been affected by the casualty. The explosion 
hai been so violent that it was with great difficulty the explorers carried on 
their operations. Along the roadways many bodies were found, the majority 
having evidently succambed to the damp. In many instances, however, there 
were marks of severe burning, at 

Within twelve hours of the calamity the whole ef the wot kings had been ex- 
plored, and on the following morning the work of identification was com- 
menced. Many of the bodies were horribly mutilated, and some had their 
heads literally blown to pieces. In fact, the condition of the corpses leads to 
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1 some of the remains were fearfully mangled, | 


the belief that the force of the explosion, though not apparent at the pit-mouth, 

1as becn more severe than in any of the many similar eatastrophes which have 
lately occurred in the district. On Thursday morning Mr. Higson, Government 
Inspector, Mr. John Higson, deputy-inspector, Mr. Chadwick, manager, and 
Mr. Billinge, underlooker, with other gentlemen, descended the pit about nine 
o'clock, to examine the workings. They were subsequently joined by Mr. Mer- 
ced, of the Park Lane Collierites, and Mr. Smethurst, of Bryn Collieries. They 
had not returned when our parcel was dispatched. The cause of the explosion 
cannot yet be atated, though it may be said to be probable that the catastrophe, 
if not caused, has been considerably aggravated by powder. 








REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 

July 22,.—Owing to our annual fair holiday no business was done 
in the metal market here from the 15th to the 20th, and only a few 
transactions have taken place since. Yesterday about 1000 tons of 
warrants were reported, at a fraction under the closing prices of last 
week ; and to-day the quantity which changed hands only amounted 
to 1500 tons, at 50s. 10d. cash, and 51s, a month, closing sellers at 
50s, 104d, cash, and 51s.1}d.a month, No.1, g.m.b., 51s. 3d.; No. 3, 
503, 3d.; Coltness and Gartsherrie, 58s. ; Calder, 57s. ; Glengarnock 
(at Ardrosan), 54s. 6d. ; Langloan, 52s, 6d.—all No.1 brand, The 
shipments of Pig-Iron, for the reason noticed above, were a trifle 
under those of last year, being for the week ending yesterday 11,590 
tons, against 12,755 tons in the corresponding week of 1868; and the 
Middlesborough imports in the same period were nil, Manufactured 
Iron as last reported ; makers, taking advantage of the holidays, have 
in most instances suspended operations for a week, there being no 
pressure for immediate delivery. Coals are very depressed, and hun- 
dreds of wagons are filling up the sidings at the pits and the railway 
stations, waiting filled for delivery. During the week only 16,540 
tons were shipped, against 26,360 tons in the corresponding week last 
year. There has, nevertheless, been a local strike or two for advanced 
wages by the miners, but masters are allowing the men to withdraw 
their “graith” rather than concede any increase.

The total value of the coal, lignites, pig, iron, and miscellaneous metals, &c., 
produced in Prussia in 1867 was thus 13,274,1721. The number of workmen em- 
ployed in 1867 in Prussian coal and lignite mines was 117,710; in other mines, 
50,766; and in iron works, salt works, &c., 89,629: making up the very const- 
derable aggregate of 258,105. The industrial power of Prussia would seem to 
be ever on the Increase. . 

Orders for merchants’ iron and plates, which had reached the 
Belgian works in great abundance for several months, have become 
more scarce of late. The dead season has commenced, and has in- 
volved, as usual, the adjournment of several affairs in course of 
negoclation ; the works are, however, so well provided with orders that the 
check which business has experienced has exerted no material influence on 
prices, Which remain firm, The Belgian iron foundries are well provided with 
orders ; nevertheless, there has been little advance at present in the price of 
castings. An increased amount of activity prevails in the construction work- 
shops of Belgium; those devoting themselves to the construction of railway 
plant are stated to have received orders of some importance. The last two 
adjudications of trucks for the Belgian State lines have secured employment for 
Gand, Autwerp, and Morlanwelz workshops ; unfortunately, however, the prices 
obtained in connection with these contracts promise to be far from remunera- 
tive, having regard to the considerable advance in the price of iron and the con- 
stant rise in the rates paid for labour. Messrs, Evrard and Co. are furnishing 
considerable quantities of goods trucks for the Great Russian Railway Company, 
as well as a number of passenger carriages for several new Russian lines, A 
contract for 23 locomotives for the Koursk, Charkoff, and Azoff Railway has 
been shared between MM. Evrard and the St. Leonard Company of Liége. The 
Belgian coal trade presents continued firmness, and little anxiety is displayed 
with reference to the conclusion of contracts. Coke remains also in sustained 
demand. The St. Leonard Company will pay Aug. 1 a dividend of 11. 4s. per 
share in respec! to the exercise 1858-9. oF . 

It is confidently affirmed that the Russian Minister of Finance has 
resolved in principle to sell the metallurgical and mining establish- 
ments belonging to the Russian empire, and hitherto worked by the 
Russian Government. These establishments, which required consi- 
derable subventions, will be sold successively, during a period of 10 or 12 years, 
In the Ourals the Russian Government possesses mives of copper and iron, which 
are of great wealth. The Russian authorities will, however, have to effect the 
sale on very advantageous terms, if it desires to seriously relieve itself of the 
concerns in question. The establishments which have hitherto worked exclu- 
sively for the army will also be offered for sale, and their purchasers would pro- 
bably be able to rely on considerable orders from the Ministry of War. Russian 
mining operations—speaking of them generally—are in a very primitive state, 
but, notwithstanding the obstacles with which Ru-sian mining has to contend, 
it is believed that it might be developed to a considerable extent. Several es- 
tablishments in the Ourals, devoted to the production of copper and iron, and 











A revival has taken place in copper in the French markets. At 
Havre business has been more active, at somewhat advanced rates ; 
some quantity to be delivered at the end of July sold at 697. 12s. per 
ton, Paris conditions ; for deliveries to be made at the close of Sep- 
tember, 701. 4s. per ton was paid. At Paris, also, the tendency has been more 
favourable ; 691. 12s. to 701. per ton has been paid for Chilian in bars, and 761. 
per ton for ingots, At Hamburg copper has slightly fallen off of late. On the 
Dutch markets the article presented a somewhat better tone; Russian has made 
51 fls., and Drontheim 50 fils. to 52fls. At Havre, Banca tin has been quoted 
at 1141. to 1171.; and Straits, 1307. to 1401. 12s. per ton. At Paris, Banca to be 
delivered at Havre or Paris has made 1401. ; Straits ditto, 139/.; and English to 
be delivered at Havre or Rouen, 1231. per ton. On the German markets tin has 
remained at about previous quotations. At Rotterdam, Banca has receded from 
79% fis. to 78 fils. ; and Billiton from 77 fis. to 76fls. ; the market remains quiet 
at these rates, and there has been scarcely any speculative demand. At Havre 
soft Spanish lead, first fusion, has brought 191. ; ditto from other sources, 191. 6s. 
perton, At Paris and Marseilles lead in saumons, first fusion, has brought 
171. 168. per ton ; ditto second fusion, 171. 8s. per ton ; ditto in shot, 1S/. 18s. per 
ton ; ditto rolled and in pipes, 20/7. 12s. per ton. On the German markets the 
tendency is good, but buciness has been rather limited. At Paris, Silesian zine, 
to be delivered at Havre, has made 221. perton ; and other good marks, 211. 16s. 
perton. On the German markets the high rates demanded by holders have 
checked business. 

The information which comes to hand with reference to the prin- 
cipal French metallurgical markets continues to be of a satisfactory 
character, especially for this period of the year, when trade usually 
languishes to some extent. This year the forges, blast-furnaces, and 
rolling-mills of St. Dizier district have only stopped for barely the time needed 
to make a few repairs, as many of the works are in arrear with their deliveries, 
The flow of orders, although regular, is not quite so well or so actively sustained, 
but prices present, nevertheless, considerable firmness. The foundries have still 
an abundance of work, and some little advance has taken place in pipes. The 
Parls iron trade continues active ; iron from coke-made pig is quoted at 81. 16s. to 
91. per ton, and merchants’ iron from coke-made pig at 9/. 12s. perton. Various 
tariff modifications are being made by the Eastern of France and Orleans Rail- 
way Companies as regards metallurgical products. The export of French coal 
from the docks of the Marseilles Docks and Warehouses Company amounted in 
1868 to 232,158 tons, against 218,921 tons in 1867, showing an increase of 13,237 
tons, The imports of minerals at the same docks amounted in 1868 to 194,285 
tons, as compared with 138,408 tons in 1867, showing an increase of 55,877 tons.

Notwithstanding greater difficulties in 
working, owing to a large increase of water, I have the pleasure of reporting a 
good produce and profit, and first-class prospect, and also of announcing thata 
new run of auriferous ground has been intersected, not very rich at present, but 
of great promise. Thesupply of timber has been above the average, attendance 
good, and sick list more favourable than In April. Water is increasing rapidly 
in the mine, necessitating the employment of more hands, and interfering with 
the supply of lode from our bottom and best stopes. The general body broken, 
however, has yielded well, as our produce testifies. Inthe sump-shaft a run of 
hard, unproductive ground has come in, disordering the lode, and rendering 
sinking much more difficult. We hope it may be a temporary change, or that 
it may concentrate, and make the lode richer at northern extremity of curve, 
The work in connection with Vivian's shaft has progressed, though through an 
accident it was thrown back fora time.

Explorations will be commenced here as soon 
as possible. Water has increased, and is increasing so fast that the Califor- 
nian pumps are becoming overpowered. Owing to delay in the Rio Custom 
House the horse-engine is not yet to hand, and even this, if water goes on in- 
creasing in the same ratio as we exrend in depth, willgive us but temporary re- 
lief. The necessity of heavy permanent pumping-maciinery, therefore, becomes 
more and more manifest, and a requisition for same of iron will be forwarded in 
June. It will entail a heavy first cost, but will amply repay us in the long run.
